DEMANDS ON THE SULTAN 


Warships Will Enforce Guaran-

Washington, D. C., Aug. 28.—[Special.]— 
The United States vice consul at Beirut, Will- 
lam C. Magelssen, escaped the Turkish as- 
sassin’s bullet, but the American squadron 
now on its way to Turkish waters will not be 
recalled, 

President Roosevelt will not countermand 
the order to Rear Admiral Cotton to proceed 
with the cruisers Brooklyn and San Fran- 
cisco and the gunboat Machias to Beirut, be- 
cause the attack on Mr. Magelssen is re- 
garded as an incident which poings to the 
necessity of a demonstration which will have 
the effect of insuring the protection of Amer- 
icans in the Turkish empire. 


Error in Cipher Dispatch. 


United States Minister Lelshman, at Con- 
stantinople, cabled the state department to- 


| night that the report that Vice Consul Ma-— 


gelssen at Beirut had been assassinated was 
incorrect. The minister says the mistake 
made by him in announcing the assassination 
was due to an error in the transmission of 
the cipher dispatch from Consul Ravndal at 
Beirut. The Turkish officials at Constanti- 
nople have assured Minister Leishman that 
‘the would-be assassin will be hunted vigor- 
ously and punished when apprehended. 


Turks Express Their Regret. 


Acting Secretary Loomis declined to make 
public the text of Minister Leishman’s dis- 
patch tonight, but he gave a summary of 
its contents. It showed that Mr. Mageissen 
had been shot at by some persons unknown 
to the officials, but that he had not been hit.

The minister's dispatch also said that Con- 
sul Ravndal had reported the foreign con- 
suls located at Beirut had reported to their 
governments that the situation at that place 
had become exceedingly unsafe. 


“Regret’’ Is Not Enough. 


‘The expressions of Turkish regret at the 
attempted assassination of the American vice 
consul is not satisfactory to the United 
States. While the country fs not iWkely to 
demand an indemnity it will demard full 
protection for all its officials, and Turkey 
may be called upon to salute the flag: Re- 
ferring to the change in the situation Acting 
Secretary of State Loomis said tonight: 
“The European squadron will proceed to 
Beirut, not primarily for the purpose of de- 
manding an apology or satisfaction for the 
attempt on the life of one of its officials, but 
for the purpose of protecting the lives of 
American citizens in Turkish territory. Life 
and property are in grave danger. All for- 
eign.ministers at Constantinople have noti- 
fied their governments of the critical situa- 
tion, and some have requested the presence 
of warships for the purpose of affording 
ample protection to all foreigners in Turkey. 


Situation Extremely Grave.

Further than this Rear Admiral Cotton 
was to have been instructed to seize, if nec- 
essary, one or more Turkish ports and hold 
them until American demands were complied 
with. 

These extreme measures, of course, were 
contingent on a showing that the Turkish 
government had not moved promptly or that 
it was secretly encouraging acts like that of 
Sunday in order to discourage the work of 
American missionaries in the Turkish do- 
minion. 

Missionaries in Danger. 
Acting Secretary Loomis sent a cablegram 
to United States Consul Thomas H. Norton, 
at Harpoot, asking for information concern- 
ing the outrages reported from there.’ 
Another urgent appeal has reached the 
state department from the American board 
of missions at Boston that immediate steps 
be taken for the protection of the American 
citizens at Harpoot. The board’s dispatches 
from there for several days have represented 
the situation as extremely grave. 

There are at the Euphrates college at Har- 
poot fourteen American teachers, beside 
women and children and property to the 
value of $100,000. There is an American col- 
lege at Beirut, in which are a number of 
American teachers. 

Near a Reign of Terror. 


A situation bordering on a reign of terror 
prevails in Asiatic Turkey, and missiona- 
ries at Harpoot are in hourly dread of los- 
ing their lives and property. Threats to 
burn the college at Harpoot are rife. Chris- 
tians are insulted in the streets and assaults 
have beem committed on foreigners, though 
the attempt on the life of Vice Consul Ma- 
gelssen ‘appears to have been the gravest 
incident. Wide unrest and apprehension of 
revolutfon are reported throughout Turkey 
and Asia Minor.

Prof. Charles Henderson Ind orses 
Baseball After Church. 


SPEAKS AT THE UNIVERSITY. 


Himself a Former Baptist Minister, Re- 
marks Surprise Students. 


“ Sunday baseball following participation 
in Sunday religious exercises is a valuable 
and an easily available means of promoting 
morality among young men and boys of lim- 
ited opportunity.” 

In these words Prof. Charles R. Henderson 
in a lecture yesterday at the University of 
Chicago gave not merely an excuse but a 
positive justification for the “‘ games in the 
amateur league ’’ or the ** free lance games ”’ 
which are to be found every Sunday after- 
noon on nearly every vacant lotin Chicago. 

And not only did Dr. Henderson commend 
playing baseball on Sunday; he also said that 
witnessing the games was a good thing. 

In the audience which has been listening 
to Dr. Henderson's lectures for the last few 
weeks were a number of divinity students. 
They heard with wonder the foregoing state- 
ments from the speaker, himself formerly a 
Baptist minister at Detroit and Terre Haute. 
But so accurate was the professor’s know!l- 
edge of conditions among working boys and 
men, and so strong his arguments, that they 
ackrwowledged before the lecture was over 
that they saw Sunday baseball ina new light. 


Knows It’s Unorthodox. 


“TI know,” said Prof. Henderson, after 
making the statenient quoted, * that in tak- 
ing this position I shall be considered unor- 
thodox and that as you report what I have 
said to other Protestant ministers they will 
criticise the stand that I take. But after go- 
ing over the entire situation the conclusion 
that I have reached is inevitable. 

“We have here in Chicago, or anywhere 
else for that maiter, a great group of boys 
passing through the years of adolescence. 
They are entering a new world, a world full 
of new energy. They do not know what to 
do with themselves. They ‘must, therefore, 
be kept busy. They must be given constant 
and active outdoor occupation every day, 
including Sunday. 

“We Protestants are doing nothing ade- 
quate for the boys of our slums. We are 
hardly touching the edge of that great part 
of our population. On Sunday those boys, 
like all other boys and young men, will do 
something, they will go somewhere—to the 
saloons if nothing better engages their at- 
tention. How infinitely better it is to have 
them either participate in or witness base- 
ball games. 


Roman Catholic Rule Commended. 


““ The Roman Catholic clergy. all over this 
country as well as abroad are right in the 
position that they maintain on this question. 
Catholic priests even more than Protestant 
ministers get their boys to church Sunday 
mornings and then they encourage them to 
play baseball and engagein other sports Sun- 
day afternoons. They know the boys bet- 
ter than do the Protestant pastors, for th« 
lads tell the priests at the confessional oi 
their temptations and sins. be 
“The thing to do for boys at this age and 
young men a little older is to give them 
healthful recreation. Keep them busy and 
they will be kept away from viee and crime. 
If you can tide them over this period of rest- 
lessness they will settle down as strong, 
moral men, helpful members of society.

Chief Justice of Delaware Blames 
Captains of Industry. 


HINTS AT. HUGE. SWINDLES. 


Contempt for Law Breeds Lawlessness 
and Leads to Lynching. 


Mystic, Conn., Aug. 28.—[Special.]—Chief 
Justice Lore of the Delaware Supreme court, 
in denouncing mob law in an address before 
the Universal Peace union here today, 
charged the captains of industry, the heads 
of the great trusts and corporations, with 
being to blame for much of the unrest, mob 
violence, and labor trouble now agitating 
the United States. Hesaid: 

Lawlessness pervades the land, unrest 
and discontent brood over apparent pros- 
perity. We have become the money center 
of the world, but this has bred a feverish 
appetite for gold with all its vulgar accom- 
paniments. Coronets and coats of,arms are 
eagerly sought by the sons and daughters 
of late hucksters, and butchers, and black- 
smiths. Law has degenerated into lawless- 


Blemes the Big Trusts. 
’ “ We would call a half upon our captains of 


its present height of frenzied speculation, | 
Plants worth only thousands of dollars are 
by the magic of watered stock and glittering 
advertisements swollen into millions. Gigan- 
tic frauds are palmed upon the people as suc- 
cessful business enterprises. Our greatest 
financiers are racking their brains to circum- 
vent the law and the people, and by lawless- 
ness achieve wealth, being careful only to 
keep outside of actual viclence and the com- 
mon jail. When their cunning evasions of | 
the law are crowned with success all men are | 
tempted to lawlessnes.

Durbin, 
‘It certainly ought to be possible by adminis- 
tration of the laws to obtain swift vengeance 
upon the criminal’ he was consulting a nat- } 
ural indignation, but was actually encourag- 
ing the graver and more dangerous crime of 
lynching founded in anarchy. How quickly 
the lynchers quoted him in theirdefense. As 
the head of our government he must not lose 


but to administer justice after a fair and full 


opportunity of defense and just conviction for | 


his crime. 
Law’s Delay Not to Blame. 

“ As an actual fact, the law’s delay has not 
entered into lynchings of the past as a factor. 
The only difference between those who claim 
that the court should act quickly before the

HARASSED IN 


JUSTICE COURT 
SCORES OF VICTIMS, 


Thirty Chicago Persons Appear Before 
Magistrate Strayer in Glen View, 
and It Is a Dull Day at That—Makes 
a Specialty of Suits Brought by Col- 
lection Agencies—Defendants Are 
Forced to Take Seventeen Mile Trip 
Barly in the Morning. 


Thirty victims of Cook county justice shop 
methods sat in the little Glen View court- 
room of Justice A. C. Strayer yesterday 
morning and waited for the judgment miil 
to begin its weekly grind. 

All of them were Chicagoans who had been 
taken seventeen miles from their home city 
by collection agencies which had taken ad- 
vantage of the law which allows them to 
bring suit b ice of the peace in 
the count 

As they e opening of 
the court many of the harassed ones took 
advantage of the opportunity to secure a 
brief nap. None had slept later than 6 
o’clock in the morning, and one woman who 
lives on the extreme south side had eaten 
her breakfast at 4:30 a. m. It wasa sleepy 
crowd that. the autocrat of the court aroused 
when he called the first case on the docket. 


Judgment Mill Grinds. 

“Daniel S. Knadler versus Mrs. Ellen 
Morarity,” Strayer called and the court had 
been formerly opened. 

There-was a scraping of chairs along the 
floor and the attorneys took their places at 
the table at the foot of the throne of justice. 

Before him Strayer had piled a stack of 
files and he shoved them to one'‘side as he 
rapi@ly announced them. For some time he 
went on with his reading without interrup- 
tion. Then he called a case to which there 
Was an answer, “ Here.”’ 

An attorney stood up, prepared to fight the 
case, and the justice glanced quickly toward 
another lawyer, who sat at the table near by. 
The second lawyer almost imperceptibly 
nodded his head. 

“ Dismissed,” announced Strayer, quickly. 

Ten more times there was a response when 
Strayer called a case and,each time the law- 
yer’s head moved ever sd slightly, and each 
tume Strayer said Dismissed.”’ 

No one seemed to know the mysterious 
lawyer who seemed to have such a perfect 
understanding with the court, but when, 
after the spectators had left the courtroom,

OLMSTED DEAD. 


CHICAGO WORLD’S FAIR LAND- 
SCAPE ARCHITECT IS NO MORE. 


Famous as the Designer of Central 
Park in New York, Prospect Park in | 
Brooklyn, Bosién’s Elaborate Sys- 
tem, Capitol Grounds at Washing- 
ton, D. C.—Last Work of His Life 
Was in Connection with the Lake 
Front in Chicago, 


heres More Closely to Early 


Assistant at St. Peter’s, 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 28.—[Special.]—Fred- 
erick Law Olmsted, the noted landscape 
architect, who designed Central park in New 
York, Jackson park in Chicago, Prospect 
park in Brooklyn, died at Waverly, Mass., 
today at the age of 81. 

Mr. Olmsted continued the work of his pro- 
fession up to within a short time before his 
death. Practically his last work was incon- 
nection with designs for Grant park in Chi- 
cago. 

In addition to the designs for the parks 
already referred to Mr. Olmsted has left the 
impress of his genius on many other park 
systems of the country. He it was who 
laid out the World's Fair grounds in Chicago 
in 1892—a scheme of landscape gardening 
which drew forth unstinted praise from 
artists of the old and new world. 


Designed Famous Parks. 

Mr. Olmsted designed Boston's modern 
park system, comprising seven parks, en- 
compassing the principal part of the city 
lying south of the Charles river. He designed 
the scenery of the capitol grounds at Wash- 
ington, D. C., and for parks in Montreal, 
Trenton, Milwaukee, Kansas City, Louis- 
ville, Buffalo, and other cities in the United 
States. 

Boston in 1901 perpetuated. Mr. Olmsted's 
name by uniting Leverett and Jamaica parks 
and renaming the new vista Olmsted park. 

Mr. Olmsted was born in Hartford, Conn., 
in 1822, and studied agricultural science and 
engineering at Yale in 1845 and 1846. After 
a few years spent in practical farming he 
made, in 1850, a pedestrian tour of Great 
Britain and the continent of Europe. A few 
years afterward he took another journey 
through France, Italy, and Germany. 

In 1856 he began the work of preparing the 
plans for the building of Central park, New 
York. Four years were devoted to the super- 
intendency of the execution of those plans, 
and Mr. Olmsted returned to Europe for a 
brief stay. 

Work on Yosemite Park. 

For two years the great artist worked In 
California as a member of the commission 
having in charge the National park of the 
Yosemite, and on his return to New York 
in 1866 he began to plan Prospect park, 
Brooklyn, in association with Calvert Vaux. 

Mr. Olmsted lived in a vineclad house, 
with a garden of two acres, at Brookline. 
There, in conjunction with his son and his 
partner, Charles Eliot, son of the president 
of Harvard—he devised plans for the great 
park systems of the country. 

Almost to the time of his death Mr. Olm- 
sted looked like a man in the prime of life. 
His journeyings abroad, his long rides on 
horseback through the south, and his love 
for outdoor exercise gave him a conetitu- 
tion like iron. He crossed the continent eight 
times and traveled more than 4,000 miles on 
horseback. 

He had a summer home cn Deer Isle, Me., 
which he seldom left hefore Thanksgiving. 
The family consists of Mrs. Olmsted, a son, 
John C., who is studying his father’s profes- 
sion, and a daughter, Miss Marion Olmsted.

International ‘President Cal- 
lahan Comes to Direct 


the Struggle. 


RISKS FUTURE OF UNION. 


Endeavor Will Be Made to Call 
Out Employes of Many Eat- 
Houses. 


President Robert A. Callahan of the In- 
ternational Restaurant Employés’ union stole 
into Chicago early yesterday morning, looked 
over the strike situation here, and decided 
to authorize a spread of the struggle even 
at the risk of placing in jeopardy the exist- 
ence of the organization. 

The Chicago branch of the union already 
is in desperate straits. Its membership roll 
has decreased, its officers are discontented, 
and its treasury is empty. President Calla- 
han, however, made arrangements to try to. 
arouse enthusiasm. 

The restaurant keepers professed to be 
pleased by CaJJahan’s plan, as, if carried 
out, it will give them a chance to deal with 
the full strength of the union and more 
effectually break it. They have sent theif 
secretary, H. T. Archibald, on a vacation, 
and have discharged their arbitration board. 
They declare that they will not meet with 
the waiters excépt as individuals.

In spite of the exodus of so many firms 
from Chicago, one of the city’s largest 
printing and lithographing companies, 5. D.

PLAN NONUNION MOVEMENT. 


Real Estate Men of South Side Propose 
to Form Big Contracting Company 
on New Lines.

Wearied by the exaction of organized labor 
the real estate men of the south side, led by 
Elmer E, Baldwin,.have started to form a 
stock company capitalized at $2,000,000 to 
enter the contracting business and erect 
buildings with a corps of nonunion employés. 

The plan is to hire no members of labor or- 
ganizations, and wherever possible material 
will be bought from firms whose employés do 
not carry union cards. Union wages and 
working conditions, coupled with an old age 
pension system, are to be granted to all who 
work for the company. 

The movement was originated at a meeting 
last week in the office of Attorney A. C.

Since then 
several general contractors have become in- 
terested, and arrangements have been made 
to get out incorporation papers. 

“There are hundreds of acres of unim- 
proved land in Chicago waiting to be devel- 
oped,’ said Mr. Baldwin yesterday. “Its 
owners would gladly build, but they do not 
feel warranted in starting until the la at-

FEAR UNIONS AT STICKNEY. 


Director of Transfer Company Says the 
| Scheme Looks Hopeless for 
the Present.

Turkey Near Revolution.

Roosevelt Holds to First Plan. 


“Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 28.—President 
Roosevelt, when informed tonight of the in- 
correctness of the report that Vice Consul 
William C. Magelssen at Beirut, Syria, had 
been assassinated, expressed gratification. 
He announced, however, that no change at 
present would be made in the plans of this 
government, and that the European squad- 
ron, which last night was ordered to proceed 
immediately to Beirut, would continue to its 
ordered destination. 

It can be said that the president and secre- 
tary of State Hay both regard it advisable, 
in view of the present state of unrest in Tur- 
key, to have American war vessels in Turk- 
ish waters. 


Hay Returns to Washington. 

For several hours today President Roose- 
velt and Secretary of State Hay were in con- 
ference at Sagamore hill. They discussed 
every suggested phase of the situation in 
Turkey. At the conclusion of the confer- 
ence Secretary Hay announced his intention 
of returning immediately to Washington. 
The fact that Secretary Hay cgnsiders his 
presence in Washington necessary at this 
time indicates the serious view he takes of 
the Turkish situation. He had not expected 
to return to Washington for several weeks, 
but the developments in the Ottoman em- 
pire during the last few days induced him 
to come to Oyster Bay for a conference with 
the president, after which it was. deemed 
desirable by both that he should return to 
Washington at least for a couple: of weeks, 
The secretary arrived heré from ‘bis : sum-, 
mer home in New Hampshire"at.

Attempt to Burn College. 

The board’s first appeal was made because 
of an attempt to burn the American college 
.at Harpoot, news of which was received last 
“Monday. the secofd appeal was made also 
on Monday, when a cablegram was received 
from W. W. Peet, treasurer of the American 
board at Constantinople, saying that the 
fanaticism at MWarpoot was almost beyond 
control and that delay of action would be 
dangerous. This cablegram from Mr. Peet 
was mailed from Coygstantinople to Vienna to 
ayoid censorship was cabled from Vienna 
on Aug. 23. 

As far as the American board has been ad- 
vised the attempt to burn the American col- 
lege, the date of which is not known, re- 
sulted in little damage, as the building was of 
stone. The fact that theattempt was made, 
however, is viewed as evidence of the hostil- 
ity of the Turks toward civilizing influ- 
ences and an increasing daring in their at~- 
titude towards the United States. 

The situation in eastern Turkey as pre- 
sented by the board officials is that whén 
demand was made last December that Amer- 
ican institutions In Turkey be granted the 
same concessions as those of other govern- 
‘ments, promises were considered a sufficiént 
answer by the Turks. The promises were not 
kept, and the matter was not pushed, which, 
it is claimed, encouraged the Turks last June 
to seize Tenekejian, a native teacher in the 
mission schools, on a charge of sedition. In 
spite of protest by the prisoner's friends, he 
was kept in confinement and the American 
board appealed to the state department. 


Demand for Trial Ignored. 

The result of the appeal was a request that 
the Turkish government see that the man 
have a speedy ‘trial and prompt release if 
innocent.. Tenekejian being still in gonfine- 
ment, the American board expresses the be- 
lief that, fearing nothing, the Turks with 
growing fanaticism did not hesitate at set- 
ting fire to the college buildings. 

Knowledge of these facts, emphasized by 
the cablegram announcing the growing dan-

This provides that in the 
various provinces of the Philippines 100 of 
the best qualified public school students-be- 
tween the ages of 16 and 21 who obtain at 
least 75 per cent on each subject in the special 
annual examination to be held in each school 
district shall finish their education in the 
United States. 

‘ The competition, which is limited to natives, 
requires that they shall take an oath of alHe- 
giance to the United States and sign an agree- 
ment with the approval of their parents to 
study faithfully and conform to the regula- 
tions for four years or any other period of 
time that may be prescribed. , 

Must Enter Civil Service.

ABANDON POSTS. 


Military Positions Along 
the Frontier. 


‘Sultan Places Troops in Posi- 


tion to Defend City of 
Constantinople. 


SOFIA, Aug. 28.—The revolutionaries have 
destroyed all the Turkish posts along the 
frontier between Bulgaria and the vilayet of 
Adrianople. 

The Turkish population is fleeing towards 
Constantinople. Bight hundred men, wom- 
en, and children have gone to Yasiliko, and 
the Turkish government is arranging to send 
them to Asia Minor. 

A fierce. fight has occurred at Passakul, 
twenty miles from Adrianople, where thres 
Turkish battalions surrounded a body of in- 
surgents. A second band of rebels came te 
the assistance of their comrades, who there-+: 
oe broke through the cordon, killing 160 


The Macedonian organization is reported 
to be planning a big movement. Gen. Zont- 
chieff is said to be organizing a body of 6,000 
Macedonians to cross the frontier. 


Bulgarian Troops to the Frontier. 

The government has dispatched two regi- 
ments to the frontier to strengthen the guards 
and enable them to exercise greater vigilanée 
in view of the anticipated attempts of ad- 
a bands of insurgents to enter Mace- 

a. 

Fights are reported from several districts 
around Adrianople. The insurgents are now 
besieging the town of Malkoternovo. 
Niknishor, near Malkoternovo, after an efi- 
gagement lasting eleven hours the revolu- 
tionists killed forty Turkish soldiers. 

The Turkish along the Bulgarian 
frontier have fied before the revolutionaries, 
around Malkoternovo. 


Sultan Guards His Capital. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 28.—A large 
force of troops has been stationed In the 
various suburbs of Constantinople as a pre- — 
cautionary measure in view of the appear- 
ance of insurgents less than a hundred miles 
from the capital. 

The troops sent to reinforce the garrison at 
Kirk-Kilisseh, thirty-two miles from Adrian- 
ople, were routed by insurgents, whose num- 
bers tin the vilayet of Adrianople are esti- 
mated to be 6,000. 

Forty Turkish officers have been ordered 
to return to Constantinople to answer for the 
outrages committed at Krushevo. 


Insurgents Win a Victory. 

SALONICA, Aug. 28.~—During the evening 
of Aug. 25 a force of insurgents attacked 
Neveska, where 240 soldiers were stationed, 
200 of whom were. killed. The insurgents 
have constructed earthworks. Seven bat- 
talions of Turkish troops which arrived at 
Neveska this morning are now bombarding 
the defenses. 

Two thousand insurgents now r Vadena 
have been ordered to concenfrate in the 
mountains of Moihovo. They are wie 
to attack Tikvesh and Shevghelil. 


* How Russian Consul Died. 

Boston, Mass., Aug. 28.—Letters received 
; here from American missionaries at Monastir 
give full details of the murder of the Russian 
consul, M. Rdstkovsky, on Aug. 9. 

The consul was driving into the city from 
the Bukovo monastery in company with 4 
Bulgarian teacher named Misirkaff. Outside 
ef the city on the way to the railroad station 
is a Turkish guardhouse. On passing this 
house the Russian consul observed that the 
policeman on duty failed to give him the 
ordinary salute.

IN STEEE MILL EXPLOSION. | 


Wrong Signal, It Is Said, Causes Disas- 
ter at South Chicago—Five Thousand 
Employes in a Panic. 


An explosion, caused, it is said, by a wrong 
signal, resulted in the death of one employé 
and the serious injury of six others at the 
South Chicago plant of the Illinois Steel com- 
pany yesterday morning. Fire followed the 
blast, and at first it was thought the victims 
numbered score. Many terrified women 
gathered the entrance to the mills crying 
for word from husbands and sons. The dam- 
age to the plant is estimated at $20,000.

A few woments later 
the hot air blast drove the gas into the pipe 
in the engine room and the explosion re- 
sulted. Pieces of broken pipe were hurled 
through the air with great force. 

Muszynski, who had recently been pro-.

was at work on the engine at the time. He 
was struck on the head by a large plece of 
metal and buried under bricks and broken 
iron. It was over an hour before his body 
was recovered. Berry was standing near 
the engine and was struck by heavy pieces 
of metal and burned by steam. 

The explosion was heard throughout the 
plant, and the 5,000 workmen became panic- 
stricken and rushed for the gates.

Editor Tells Audience Styles in Litera- 
“tute Change Constantly, and Each 
Becomes a Fad, to Be Discardedina 

_ Short ‘Time—Impossible to Predict 
Choice for 1905, as Popular Favor 
Always Veers—Real Worth Will Be 


Recognized Sooner or Later. 


“TAterary notoriety in these days is easier 
to get than it has been heretofore. So many 
are the candidates for immortality that one 
grows confused in trying to find merit among 
them. The modern candidate for fame, it 
would seem, has a telephone in his room, and 
waits day and night to have some one call 
him up to tell him he is famous, if it be only 
his press agent.”’ 

This comment on modern literary methods 
was given by Bliss Perry last night in his 
lecture at the University of Chicago on “ Lit- 
erary Fashions.”’ 
Mr. Perry, who is editor of ‘the Atlantic 
Monthly, showed the important part which 
' “mere fashion" plays in determining the 
kind of books authors,write and what people 
read. He told of thé varied fashions which 
have held attention in the last’ few years, 
among them being the psychological novel, 
historical novel, story®f adventure, and the 
rural philosopher novel. f 

** Each of these forms of literary effort be- 
came a fad,’ said Mr. Perry. It served its 


it was dominant it exercised an influence on 
the public. 


S:ys Imitation Is Powerful. 


‘‘Imitation of what others are reading,” 
said Mr. Perry, “ largely determines what 
we read. It is the law of the mob. We fol- 
low. fashions in literature just as we do in 
furniture and architecture. The little moth- 
' er of 1850 who kept*Baxter’s ‘ Call to God’ 
carefully dusted.on the table is not so dif- 
ferent from the woman of today who lays 
out ‘ The Mettle of the Pasture’ and goes to 
the woman's club. 

‘Take college magazines as an indicator 
of literary fashion. A few years ago the 
Richard Harding Davis hero was the model. 
Now. Mr. Davis is as out of date as Arthur 
Pendennis’ side whiskers. Carlyle was once 
the model. Byron also served as the ex- 
ample. 

Cannot Foretell the Fashion. 

**At one time we had the Browning fad. 
Thousands then went back to duplicate whist 
or forward to Ibsen and Maeterlinck. It is 
impossible to predict what the literary fash- 
ion will be. Designers in Troy, N. Y., are 
determining what sort of collars and cuffs 
we shall wear in 1905, but no one can tell what 
we shall read then. Changes in fashion, with 
ebb and flow in the tide of popular favor, will 
continue as long as books are read.” 

Some of the “ accidents "’ to which popular 
books have owed their success were, in Mr. 
Perry's opinion, “‘a handsome binding, an 
attractive ‘picture on the cover, a clever 
title, a commendatory postal from Mr. Glad- 
stone, or some other public character.” 

‘*Fashions change,’’ concluded Mr. Perry, 
‘but sooner or later the book of real worth 
will be recognized. Genuine poetry touches

CREW OF SINKING VESSEL 
NEAR DEATH IN A GALE. 


Life Savers Come to the Rescue Just in 
Time—Sailors Struggle All Night at 
Pumps to Keep Steamer Afloat. 


Harrisville, Mich., Aug. 28.—In the heavy 
northeast gale on Lake Huron early this 
morning the steamer John Duncan sprung 
a leak off this port and narrowly escaped 
going to the bottom with all on board. With 
the assistance of the life saving crew from 
the Sturgeon Point station the boat was kept 
afloat until shore was reached. The crew of 
nineteen, including the wife of the steward, 
were taken off. 

The immense seas raised by the storm 

washed the vessel's decks. One by one the 
geams loosened, until the water was running 
into the hold in great volumes. With all 
the steam pumps running at full capacity 
the water continued to gain, and the hand 
pumps were manned. Even then the efforts 
of the orew were too feeble. 
When morning came the distress signals 
of the Duncan were sighted by the lookout 
at the Sturgeon Point station, and after a 
hard pull through the heavy seas the life 
savers arrived at the wreck.

Miss Blanche Buckley, a stenographer, 
who rooms with her mother on the floor, 
heard the cries and handed a revolver to 
Staves, who then sought the man, but failed 
to find him. Detectives Abbey and Mc- 
Carthy arrived in response to a ‘phone 
call, and, after an investigation, became 
satisfied that the supposed intruder was a 
resident of the building. Hardly had he fied 
when it was found that the tips of two gas 
jets in the bathroom had been removed and 
the gas turned on. 

Wednesday morning at 2 o’clock a boarder 
who was returning to his room detected the 
odor of gas, and found it escaping from the 
two jets in the bathroom. It was thought to 
be an accident, but the following morning 
at the same hour the gas was turned on in 
an unoccupied room close to that occupied 
by Miss Ethel Peterson and Miss Ethel 
Storms.

SAYS GOV. ODELL IN SPEECH. 


Tells Farmers at New York County 
Fair That Combines Are Not Grasp- 
ing Only Inevitable.

Sandy N. Y., Aug. 
That trusts are the inevitable development 
of modern business methods, and cannot be 
attacked without injuring a.great many 
people besides the capitalists.at their head, 
was the burden of the address of Gov. Odell 
at the Washington county fair today. 

“The so-called trusts and the vast ag- 
gregations. of wealth which are controlled 
by them, representing, as they do, so many 
thousands of people who, through frugality, 
are able to associate themselves with these 
enterprises, need only such restraint as will 
properly safeguard the interegts of the peo- 
ple. They should be secure from such at- 
tacks as will produce timidity and unecer- 
tainty in their operation. Such attacks not 
only affect those whose capital is invested : 
in their stock, but the great body of work- * 
ingmen who depend upon their successful 
operation for that which is necessary for’ 
their subsistence, their education, and their 
advancement. ; 

“ Too often we are told of grasping monop- 
olies which do not exist, and too often the 
young men of our country are inclined to 
believe that the great combinations of cap- 
ital are antagonistic to their future and 
their advancement. Such harassing agita- 
tion has at times led to drastic legislation, 
which accomplished nothing in the way of 
reform, but served to make capital timid, 
and thus retard the growth and progress of 
the commercial world. To the farming com- 
munities we are inclined to look for that 
conservatism of judgment which serves as 
a balance wheel to the attacks of the hot- 
headed and impetuous, and for aclear under- 
standing of conditions as they actually 
exist.”’ 


STORM PREVENTS AIRSHIP TEST | 


Wind Blows Langley Houseboat from 
Its Moorings, but Does Not Dam- 
age the Aerodrome. 


Widewater, Va., Aug. 28.—[Special. ]—Just: 
as Prof. Langley’s sixty foot aerodrome was 
about to be launched from the houseboat 
Buzzard this afternoon a squall! came up and 
drove the houseboat three miles from its 
moorings, wrecked the immense launching 
float, sunk three row boats, and smashed a 
thirty foot government steam launch. Asa 
result the first test of the apparently ill fated 
airship will be delayed a week or more. The 
aerodrome itself was not Injured. 

Two tugs brought the flying machine party 
from Clifton Beach this morning in the ex- 
pectation of an early trial. At davwn the river 
was a dead calm, but by 8 o'clock a fresh 
breeze had sprung up, which gradually fresh- 
ened until noon. The members of the flying 
machine expedition, hoping the wind would 
die down so the experiment could be made, 
equipped a flotilla of tugs, launches, bateaux, 
rowboats, and rafts with life preservers, boat 
hooks, grappling irons, and buoys for the 
rescue of the airship and aeronaut from the 
Potomac in case of an accident. 

-At 1 o’clock the wind died down and the 
steel body of the aerodrome was raised to the 
launching car on the superstructure. Only 
two of the wings had been attached when 


the squall came up.

Arnold’s March to Quebec. 


A Critical Study of a Military Tour de Force. 


HUNDRED years ago the children 
Sang at their play: 
“ We are marching up to old Quebec, 
And our drums are proudly beating; 
We shall surely win without attack, 
For the British are retreating.” 

But the march of Arnold end his men; in 
the autumn of 1775 was no child’s play, and 
the long winter siege which followed ended 
in the retreat of the ragged continentals and 
not of the British. 

Prof. Justin H. Smith, in his “ ARNOLD'S 
MARCH FROM CAMBRIDGE TO QUE- 
BEC” (G. P. Putnam's Sons), does right,to 
call this march “in itself a campaign.” If 
the defeat at what we now call Bunker Hill 
was worth a monument because it proved 
that the raw troops could face regular sol- 
diers, Arnold's march is worth a memorial, 
for it proved that nature itself could not 
prevent the march of the American volun- 
teer. 

By order of Gen. Washington, dated Sept. 
5, 1775, about 1,000 men with their officers 
were detached from their regiments at Cam- 
bridge and Roxbury and placed under com- 
mand of Col. Arnold ‘of Connecticut. The 
larger number were from New England, but 
two companies of riflemen from Pennsyl- 
vania, one company from Virginia, and men 
from Maryland, North Carolina, New Jer-

national army, though a small one. 


After a short march to Newburyport, at 


_the «mouth of the Merrimac river, the men 


went on board sailing vessels Sept. 19. Three 
days later they were landed at Gardinerston, 
on the Kennebec river, a little more than 
thirty miles from the sea. Here 200 bateaux 
awaited them. These boats had been hastily 
constructed of unseasoned wood and their 
structural weakness added greatly to the 
hardships of the men in the days to follow. 
From Gardinerston there was a toilsome 
journey of seven weeks through an unknown 
country. The men would row until rapids 
or shallows impeded their progress, then 
carry the boats to the nearest navigable 
water. After they left the Kennebec and 
followed the chain of lakes that led up to 
the Height of Land there were times when 
the boats would be used for not more than 
a quarter or a half of a mileatatime. Boats 
we kward to carry, yet when 
they were wrecked or fell to pieces, as most 
em n time, 


moose, and other wild animals are found. 
They had to stumble through swamps where 


the ice cold waters concealed bottomless_ 


depths of slime or twisted roots of trees. 
Sometimes long detours had to be made 
because whole forests had been uprooted 
by great winds and the prostrate trunks 
formed an impassable barrier. There were 
snow storms and deluges of rain. Muny 
men fell sick; some were discouraged. 


But Arnold pushed on. The divide wa 
crossed, the Chandiére river folowed tot 
St. Lawrence, and on Nov. 18 the American 
troops crossed the St: Lawrence at night, be- 
tween two British men of war, and camped 
on the Plains of Abraham. That same day, 
though they did not know it, Montreal had 
surrendered to Gen. Montgomery. The last 
day of the year the united American armies 
attacked Quebec, but the gallant Irish sol- 
dier, Montgomery, was killed and Arnold 
severely wounded, and the little force of only 
900 men driven back. If Arnold had died that 
day his fame would have been secure, but he 
was destined to die a pensioner of the royal 
government whose power he shook at Que- 
bec and did so much to overthrow on the field 
of Saratoga. After his ineffectual treason he 
could have had but little pleasure in the 
thought of Quebec or Saratoga or the Maine 
wilderness. It would be a pity if through 
memory of his treason we should rob the men 
who followed him of the laurels they fairly 
won in their fight against the elements. 

Prof. Smith has written a straightforward 
narrative. Then he has devoted over 200 
pages of notes to proving every point and de- 
molishing every contradictor. We shall 


have to take his word for it, as it would be 


a labor of years to verify his quotations from 
journals, letters, and other contemporaneous 
records, but the scholarly work gone hitherto 
by Prof. Smith inclines one to put faith in 
him, even in disputed points. Many maps 
and plans add to the interest with which one 
follows the fortunes of the little band who 
went “marching up to old Quebec.” 
Mrs. Poultney Bigelow's novel, “THE 
MIDDLE COURSE,” hae been republished 
by the Smart Set Publishing company. Its 
theme is the impossibility of platonic affec- 
tion. Now, a novel may preach, and by stir- 
ring the emotions lead to action, but‘a novel 
can prove nothing, for it is always conceiva- 
ble that another writer would have repre- 
sented different results as proceeding from 
the same conditions. Therefore, if a story 
is to be anything other than a story, it is 
more likely to achieve success if it arouses 
enthusiasm than if it bases an appeal to 


logic upon.a prepared example, if it tries to 


preach rather than to prove. 

The theme, then, is something of a handi- 
cap to this story. The secondary theme, 
disillusion, presents the same difficuity. 
One’s youthful ideals are certataly not al- 
ways mistaken ones. They happen’ to be in 
Clement’s case. But through these difficul- 
ties Mrs. Bigelow steers well and manages 
to make a good, light summer novel out of 
heavy looking material. And it ends hap- 
pily. It is a novel to read when one has 
nothing else to do, and to give away, with 
some discretion, when one has read it. But 
it is not a novel to discuss, for platonic af- 
fection is a dangerous thing to handle, which- 
ever way you take it. As for style it is 
neither nor bad, perhaps better than 
the average novel of a day. It holds the 
attention of the reader, whether he likes it 
or not. 

The Macmillan company publishes two text 
books of some interest to the general reader. 
“AMERICAN GOVERNMENT,” by Roscoe 
Lewis Ashiey, is a thoroughly up to date and 
carefully prepared study of the different 
forms of government to which we are sub- 
ject, local, state, and national. The prob- 
lems arising from the actual operat!dn of 
the machinery are considered as well as the 
theoretical results of the system. Many pho- 
togravures of public buildings, documents, 
etc., add interest to the book. There is noth- 
ing in it which every American ought fot 
to Know, but much of which the average 
voter has only a dim idea. The care of the 
poor, the system of raising and spending 
money for the schools, government by ¢com- 
mitteé, the real military power, are among 
the numerous important subjects discussed 
in a clear and able manner. 

“HOW WE ARE FED,” by James F. 
Chamberlain. of the California Normal 
school, is a geographical reader. 
ald of about a hundred photographic ilius- 
trations the history of our principal foods is 
traced from the field to the table. In the 
story of a loaf of bread we are not given 
the sower stalking across the fields, the men 
with jeickles, the gleaners among the 
sheaves, the jolly miller, and the other pic- 
turesque figures of bygone days. Instead 
we are shown two photographs of the latest 
machinery at work in an immense California 
wheat field. Grain elevators are photo- 
graphed and described. The largest flour 
mill in the world Is shown, inside and out- 
side, and the child learns how he gets his’ 
bread, not how his grandfather did. One 
scene on a cattle ranch and seven in the 
Chicago stockyards show him, where hie 
meat comes from. In a similar, modern, 
truthful way he is given the history of some 


‘thirty articles of food. The child that does 


not use this book in school ought to be given 
a chancé to read it at home. It may interest 
even his parents. 

The two books mentioned show a com- 
mendable tendency toward reality in text 
books. The schoolboy will have greater re- 
spect for books when they do not contradict 
his own experience in matters of which he 
has some personal knowledge. Fiction in- 
terests him and fact interests him, but fic-° 
tion that pretends to be fact, when he knows 
better, fills him with an unfortunate con- 
tempt for book learning.”

[HISTORY OF STANDARD 


EB of Chicago own to a species of 
‘ proprietary interest in John D. 
; Rockefeller, for the substantial rea- 

son that he is not only the founder 

but the most liberal patron of our 
greatest educational institution, the Univer- 
‘sify of Chicago. And the people of the entire 

untry at large feel a more or less im- 

rtunate curiogity in the history of Mr. 
Rockefeller’s gigantic monopoly, the Stand- 
ard Dil company. Just now several efforts 
are being made to appease the public demand 
for information as to the workings of this, the 
| greatest of trusts, in an era of unprecedented 
trade combinations. It is therefore with 
unusual interest that we view ‘“‘ THE RISE 
AND PROGRESS OF THE STANDARD OIL 
COMPANY,” by Gilbert Holland Montague 
(Harper & Bros.). The author was Ricardo 
scholar in economics at Harvard university, 
and much of his information wag then com- 
piled, most of it being derived from the re- 
ports of official investigation committees, 
which, beginning their work in 1879, have as 
yet scarcely completed their functions. Like 
every other who has attempted the task, 
there are ‘some things which are not made 
clear by Mr. Montague, but it is primarily 
evident from his work that the initial suc- 
cess of the Standard Oil company was se- 
cured through the connivance of the rail- 
roads, and that when the company became 
strong enough it wielded its expanding power 
and threw over the railroads. 

~~ 

Almost a disproportionate amount of space 
is devoted to the railroads. As the author 
explains, it is unfair as well as subversive 
of historical accuracy to make any attempt 
to judge the situation without first defining 
‘the standards set by the railway manage- 
ment of the time. .Discrimination in freight 
rates was the foundation of the Standard's 
success. From the time when the smaller 
refiners were squeezed until the formation 
of the iniquitous South Improvement com- 
pany of 1872, a corporation \of unlimited 
power, the balance of power lay in the mahip- 
ulation by a master hand of unscrupulous 
managers of competing railway Jlines.. The 
difficulties of bringing crude oll to the small 
refineries, the enormous waste, and. the 
greater difficulties of transporting the re- 
fined product, all played into the hands of 
the combination. 

Rockefeller, beginning as a small refiner 
at Cleveland, was the first to see the necessity 
of combining the refiners. In d867 hd unit- 
ed into the firm of Rockefeller, Andrews & 
Flagler the refineries of William Rockefeller 
& Co., Rockefeller & Andrews, Rockefeller 
& Co., 8S. V. Harkness, and MsFlagier.”’ 
Three years later the capital Was $1,000,000. 
and the Standard took the lead it has ever 
since maintained. Cheap transportation was 
the preéminent requirement, and this the 
company set out to acquire. Economy of 
manufacture had been attained, by-products 
were coming to be utilized, and the best 
and eheapest products were those of the 
Standard. Seven years’ fighting and the bat- 
tle was won, over a field thick with broken 
contracts. And, though the South Improve- 
ment company failed, and the Standard de- 
nied participation therein, the fact remains 
that it held 900 out of 2,000 shares. The 
stigma of this audacious attempt to hold up 
the transportation interests of the United 
States has been cast upon the Standard Oil 
company, and is likely never to be forgotten. 

Small refineries were absorbed by the com- 
bination, Its capital was increased to $2,500,- 
000, and it was declared to be a “ union not 
of corporations but of stockholders.’”’ The 
oll people were sharper witted than the rafl- 
way officials. In 1874 the capital was made 
$3,500,000. Pipe lines came in and were ex- 
tended by the Standard. All efforts were 
directed at the restriction of production. In 
1879 the Standard controlled 95 per cent of the 
refineries, had compelled the Pennsylvania 
railway to give in to it, and did about as it 
pleased in transportation. The last deter- 
mined opposition to the trust was made by 
the Petroleum Producers’ union, which died 
an early death. Pipe lines caused frequent 
quarrels with railways, but always the 
Standard has won, and it retains the pips 
lines. 

Says the trust’s solicitor: 
-convenfence of control and management that. 
the Standard Oil company was formed.” 
Other refiners simply transferred their nrop- 
erty and received stock, and this stock was 
placed in the hands of trustees. Were there 
any recalcitrant ones they were starved 
out. It was an alliance. Today we vary the 
word and call it merger, but it is the same 
thing—alliance or merger, the combination 
holds whip and reins. 


In 1882 the trust was valued at $75,000,000; 
in 1892 at $121,000,000. In 1894 a new form of 
organization was taken on, but it was the 
same thing over again. Today the stock is 
worth $650,000,000.

Untted States Pipe Line—and with sixty-six 
independent refineries. The*Standard con- 
trols.90 per cent of the export trade and 80 
per cent of the domestic trade. By the con- 
trol of the pipe lines it has become-quite in- 
dependent of the railroads. . . By its 
advantages in locating" its refineries near 
their several markets and its utilising by- 
products it has effected enormous economies 
in transportation and manufacture, and in- 
creazed its dividend from 12 per cent in 
1892, when the Standard Oil company was 
dissolved, to 40 per centin 1901. The power 
of the Standard Oll company is tremendous, 
but it is only such power as naturally ac- 
crues to so large an aggregation of capital.” 

Mr. Montague is extremely careful in his 
presentation of the facts, without color or 
prejudice, and there is no trace of personal 
criticism or exaggeration of conditions. He 
displays much wisdom in refraining from 
prophecies as to the fugure of the organiza- 
tion.

Every boy who read “ Paul Travers’ Ad- 
ventures will be glad to know that the hero 
of that clever book lives on: in a new story 
by the same author, Samuel Travers Clover. 
“ On Special Assignment ’’ (Lothrop Publish- 
ing company) jis the nam@of- the sequel, 
which, though’a continuation of the earlier 
tale, may dé read with wholesome’ enjoy- 
ment by those who have not had a previous 
introduction to central figure. Paul 
Travers is as real as any living youth, and 
his experiences are told well enough to hold 
the grateful attention of any healthy boy. 
Biended with the merely interesting features 
of the nartative is a considerable amount of 
frontier history, a Knowledge of which is 
anything but a detriment to young readers, 
H. G. Laskey has made some spirited illus- 
trations for the book. :

The Publishing Season in London. | 


Dull Time for Books in England. 


HERE ie not much doing by way of 
publishing, or, in fact, anything,else, 
in London at the pres@nt ’ moment. 
From the middle of August till the 

= middle of September all England is 
holiday making. The ‘select few continue 
their holiday, or at least remain out of town 
as long as there Is anything to kill, to shoot, 
or to catch on the line. Parliament, schools, 
everything depends upon killing seasons. The 
schools of London clase, not’as with us, by 
the first of June,, but by the first of August, 
because the shooging season does not begin 
until that date, and they reopen in Sep- 
tember, making a summer holiday of only 
two months. But do not suppose that this is 
the only holiday of the year! There is more 
shooting at Christmas, so the schools close 
for six weeks. That it would be more sensi- 
ble to give a longer holiday in summer and 
get the children out of London by the first of 


June, when the country is so lovely and the 


days are so long to enjoy it in, never occurs 
to these who arrange the holiday season. 

August ig the holiday 'time par excellence, 
‘for landed gentry and “ trippers,’’ so the 
presses that turn out books are idle for the 
time being. A few American books are pub- 
lished, but of these sheets are imported, so 
that it is notso much of an undertaking. 


I do not think that the Monthly Review 
has much. of a circulation in America, and 
more’s the pity, for it often contains articles 
of more than ephemeral interest. The New 
Review is quite new, being now only in its 


third year. It is edited by Henry Newbolt, | 


who first attracted attention as a writer of 
humorous verse. Murray is the publisher of 
the magazine, which fs a fine specimen of 
typography and ought for that reason to be 
the favorite magazine of all those whose sight 
is not what 4t was. In the August number 
of this monthly there is a most Interesting ar- 
ticle’on William Pitt by Lord Rosebery. Itis 
to be published later as*an introduction to 
some heretofore unpublished chapters of 
Bishop Tomline’s life of Pitt. Lord Rosebery 
has already written a most admirable life of 
that great man, whose character and accom- 
plishment have been among his favorite 
studies. 

No man ever had a finer opportunity for 
writing a biography than did Tomline, who 
was Pitt’s secretary, as well as his friend and 
adviser. But he missed his chance, for, as 
Lord Rosebery says, “ he was a poor biogra- 
pher, and wrote a bad book,” adding later, 
“There is no drearier book in all biogra- 
phy. . . . Never was the familiar figure of 
the desert apple, affording all hope to the 
guileless at a distance and all dust within, 
exemplified with more startling exactness.” 

Tomline bent backwards in his desire to 
publish nothiitg about Pitt that was of a pri- 
vate nature. On this point Lord Rosebery 
says: 

“ Anything approaching a personal touch 
seems to have affected him with a qualm 
which was a pain. A good instance of this 
is the almost maidenly reserve with which 
he confides to his readers that Mr. Pitt was 
well acquainted with the bible. The bishop 
narrates this‘in a footnote, as if it were a 
damaging and distressing fact. ‘I may, I 
trust, be allowed to mention the following 
anecdote.’ Such prudery is refreshing in 
these days—valuable in a writer, insufficient- 
ly appreciated by readers. But then, he 
ought not to have been a biographer. Reti- 
cence, unguided by discrimination, reticence 
which seems the effect of an absolute vow 
of silence, is a biographical vice. Tomline’s 
idea of a biography was a digest of all that 
had been published on the subject.’

LITERARY GOSSIP IN LONDON. 
Barefaced Frauds Perpetrated on Editors 
Cause Appeal to Scotland Yard for Help. 

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]

LONDON, Aug. 28.—One of the mose bare- 

faced literary frauds that can be recalled has 
just been perpetrated on the Literary World, 

It was discovered by the editor of the Acad- 

emy that the article entitled “‘ Dual Personal- 

ities,” signed “‘A. N.,” which appeared in 
the Literary World last week was taken bod- 
fly from so recent an issue of the Academy 
as Feb. 14 last. Naturally the editor of the 

Literary World feels sick at the fraud per- 

petrated on him. He says this week the 

matter will be the subject of judicial investi- 
gation. “ The Literary World,” he continues, 

“has printed in its correspondence column 

many bitter complaints about the bad be- 


editors by contributors." 


This is a particulary flagrant case. Some 
individual writing from a well, known west 
end club submitted a number of typewritten 
articles to the editor who, suspecting nothing, 
accepted one of them and promised to con- 
sider the others. No sooner, however, had 
the first appeared than the Academy spotted 
the barefaced fraud. The editor of the Lit- 
erary World betook himself to Scotland Yard, 
so he says, and obtained some interesting in- 
formation as to the antecedents of the per- 
petrator of the fraud. It is premature to, 
say yet what the developments may be, but 
the article in question would not have been 
used so readily had not the name and place 
from which !t was sent appeared quite suffi- 
cient testimony of good faith. 


Some surprise is expressed in literary cir-' 
cles that a certain weekly paper should have 
published a protest by Prof. Renier of, Turin 
and by Dr. Alexander Luzio, director\of the 
royal archives at Mantua, against the use 
made of their writings in Mrs. Ady’s books 
on Beatrice and Isabella d’Este, which have 
received most congratulatory reviews as be- 
ing invaluable to all interested in the life and 
art of the Italian renaissance; but the point 
in question seems to be how far one author 
is justified in quoting from others, This is 
not as if it were a case of plagiarism, as the 
St. James Gazette remarks: “Surely an 
._Itelian writer, say on Charles I. of England, 
would be well entitled by Mterary etiquette 
to avail himself of the writing of an authority 
such as Dr. Gardiner and others, provided 
due acknowledgment is made. Now, Mrs. 
Ady most distinctly acknowledges her indebt- 
edness to you gentlemen who protest against 
what she has done, both in her list of author- 
ities and foot notes, while in the prefaces of 
both books she pays explicit and unreserved 
tribute to them as the latest and greatest au- 
thorities on her suject.

Put the cover on the pan and 
cook for an hour or until the meat is cooked 
andtender. Take from the pan and strain the 
stock. Brown the butter, add the flour and 
brown. Add the stock, stir until the sauce 
thickens, add the parsley, season to taste and 
serve with the meat. , 

For potato ribbons wash and peel the pota- 
toes, taking out and allspecks. Peel into 
slender ribbons, place in frying basket, and 
fry in hot fat five or six minutes, sprinkle with

When no longer able to 
work Mrs. Kolar was deprived of her place 
at the table, she says, and has had to scrape 
pans and kettles to obtain food. She swore 
that for several winters sHe has been com- 
pelled to pick up coal along the railroad 


as an iron molder, and, with the rental from 
his large house, is able to provide for a 
family. 

The aged woman has been taken with the 
delusion that she owns the property. She 
told tenants the rent had been raised and 
the man and wife began to abuse her. They 
poured water over her twice, it is said, and 
when she complained her son-in-law struck 
her. Mrs. Kolar caused his arrest, he re- 
taliated, and the cases came up together. 
The man was fined the costs and Justice 
Sabath said: | 
« “The daughter has no more feeling than 
a post. I shall insist that Mrs. Kolar charge 
her with nonsupport of an aged parent, and 
when she comes before me again I will at 
tend to her case,”" 

“Where will you stay?” he asiffa. Mrs.

‘@iap Shows Heavy Rains, but Disposi- 
tion Is to Look for Improvement — 
More Favorable Harvest Conditions 
Abroad a Factor—Corn Heavy in 
Spite of Large Shipping Sales—Oats 
Hold Firm—Large Export Sales of 
Lard Ball September Price. . 


There were more rains in the northwest on 
Thursday, the map yesterday morning show- 
ing a heavier downpour than any day this 
‘week, and it was still raining through the 
‘Red river valley at noon, but the weather 
forecast was for clear skies In the Dakotas 
and Minnesota today. While the northwest 
eeemed to be buying some wheat here on the 
rains, the southwestern and other speculative 
interests were selling it on the probability it 
would stop raining and that when it did 
holders who prefer to stick to conditions in 
sight rather than anticipate what is to come 
would have a good deal of long wheatto seil, 
which would break prices. 

The selling was more effective than the 
buying and the market closed unchanged to 
40 lower than on Thursday. The firmness 
was in September, which at one time showed 
a gain of 5¢c and went from a discount of 14¢c 
under December to one of %c, closing a shade 
more than ic discount. There was a sharp 
cummission demand for September on an 
early break, which traders guessed might be 
for Armour and in the fear of a demonstra- 
tion against them, September shorts rushed 
to cover, reducing the discount. After the 
difference had narrowed to lc, however, there 
Was open selling of September and buying 
of December by the.Armour interest.

Louis grain man writes: “ Receipts of 
wheat here are light, which makes some of 
our heavy speculators feel friendly to this 
market. eceivers tell me that there are 
about 800 cars of wheat they hold bills of 
lading for which have been on the road from 
two to four weeks, the railroads not being 
able to move them to market, as they have 
not recovered fully from the damage done by 
the high water. 

“A large landowner in Shenandoah, Ia., 
writes he has just examined 400 acres of corn 
on his land, 200 of which will make 70 bu 


large as that of last year, because of the In- 
creased acreage. The cool] weather recently 
has been favorable for filling the berry. In 
our northwest they are getting more wheat 
than they expected, 10 bu where they looked 
for 5, 15 bu where they looked for 10. There 
are some ‘who claim the crop will be as jarge 
as last year. I do not think so, but look for 
80,000,000 bu more than the Jones estimate, 
All they need is good harvesting weather.” 


There is some wonderment in the trade 
as to where the profit is to be in bringing 
No. 2 red wheat from Toledo to this market.

LOCOMOTIVE'S GOOD YEAR 


AMERICAN COMPANY HAS GAIN 
OF $6,707,331 IN GROSS. 


Price of Engines Was Not Raised Ex- 
cept te Cover Increased Cost of 


Labor and Materials—Balance After 
Preferred Dividends Was Equal to 


7.65 Per Cent on the Common Stock— | 
Money 


Seme Evidence of Easier 
with Country Banks. 


Barnings of the American Locomotive 
company for the year ended on June 30, 1903, 
show 7.65 per cent dn the common stock after 
meeting full dividends on the preferred. It 
Was an unusually prosperous year with the 
company, the gross income showing an in- 
crease of $6,707,831, or a little better than 25 
per cent. But-President Callaway charged 
against earnings over $2,000,000 and also 
wrote off 20 per cent of the book value of 
patterns, etc, ‘ 

In his annual report President Callaway 
says expenses increased 20.4 per cent over 
those of the preceding fiscal period. The 
expenditures included not only the first cost 
of material, the direct expense of manufac- 
ture, the .maintenance and betterment of 
property, the local and general administra- 
tive and incidental disbursements, taxes, etc., 
but also 20 per cent written off from the book 
value of patterns and drawings and a charge 
of $484,369 representing positive additions to 
the company’s property. 

In order to take advantage of the wide- 
spread demand for new locomotives during 
the last two years, extensive purchases of 
land were made and new shops of the most 
modern design erected and equipped. Old 
shops were remodeled and in this way the 
capacity of the company was increased 50 
per cent. 

The increase in the company’s gross earn- 
ings is attributable to a much larger product 
rather than to higher proportionate prices. 
President Callaway says on this point: “‘ The 
officers have conscientiously avoided any ad- 
vance in “the selling price of engines other 
than such as became absolutely necessary in 
order to meet the higher cost of labor and of 
raw materials."’ 


President Callaway’s Report. 


The president’s report then continues: . 

“ During the past fiscal year the sum of 
$1,627,301 has been expended for additions to 
the company’s property, as indicated above, 
which, together with the sum of $1,629,227 
announced in the report of the previous fiscal! 
year, makes an aggregate expenditure of 
$3,256,529 thus far, all of which will be paid 
for out of the current income. 


— “The profit of the increased output, which 


was alone made possible through these ad- 
ditions, has yielded the company a highly 
satisfactory return on its investment. All 
this has been accomplished without increas- 
ing the capital account. 

“The company now carries on its books 
binding contracts for a large number of loco- 
motives for delivery as late as the summer 
of 1904, all of which it is confident of being 
able to deliver in strict accordance with its 
promises.”

Conservatism was developed by the un- 
certainty regarding the effect upon financial 
conditions, but legitimate business is able to 
secure funds as they are required, and the 
more cautious progress of business gives 
promise of greater permanent gain. 

“Dispatches from all sections testify to 
the liberal distribution of merchandise and 
the disposition to prepare for greater con- 
sumption of all the necessaries of life, while 
the crops are making good progress aside 
from some cotton districts in Texas. 


Steel Decline Reaches Limit. 


“The decline has now reached its limit, 
judging by the larger amount of contracts 
offered. It is estimated that a large tonnage 
of structural steel will soon be ordered for 
delivery in 1904, although this is in a large 

easure dependent on labor controversies. 
oe is a fair business in plates and sheets. 

“There is sufficient business on the books 
of New England shoe manufacturers to as- 
sure full operation of machinery for several 
months. Domestic hides again average 
slightly lower, but small offerings maintain 
imported hides. Thus far the liberal jobbing 
trade in dry goods has not affected the situa- 
tion at the cotton mills, where the percentage 
of idle machinery has increased. Woolens 
are quiet.” 

What Bradstreet’s Will Say. 

Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: 

“ Trade conditions are still slightly uneven, 
due to the backwardness of crops in some 
sections, damage reports from others, and 


' wneertainty as to the monetary outiook. 


Car congestion reports are still numerous.

“The New England shoe industry, as, in 
fact, that of the entire country, appears to 
be in excellent shape, though the complaint 
here is that while sales are large profits are 
small. A notable improvement in the jew- 
elry trade is reported from New England 
manufacturing centers. 


Cotton Shows Stronger. 


“The cotton goods trade feels the effect 
of the continued stringency in supplies, but 
jobbers have found buying quite free. Wool 
is firmer on a more moderate demand. Busi- 
ness in spring weights is of good volume with 
agents, and reports from the clothing trade 
generally are good. 

“Wheat, including flour, exports for the 
week ending Aug. 27 aggregate 8,245,056 
bushels, against 3,372,789 last week. Corn 
exports for the week aggregate 866,320 bush- 
els, against 500.495 last week. 

“ Business failures in the [/nited States 
for the week ending with Aug. 27 number 
142, against 166 last week. In Canada fail- 
ures for the week number 25, as against 14 
last week.

Traders’ Fire Insurance Company As- 
serts Chicago Association with Simi- 
lar Title Will Injure Its Business. 


The Traders’ Fire Insurance Company of 
Chicago applied yesterday for an injunction 
against the Traders’ Fire Association of 
America, a Lioyds recently organized in this 
city by John L. Lucas, who also manges two 
other LJoyds.

The Traders’ association is said 
to have printed policies numbered up to 
50,000, and to have circularized Chicago and 
the west. The application for injunction 
probably will be heard hext week. 

The Traders’ went through a similar fight 
several years ago to prevent the admission
